FripDAY AFTERNOON AT MASON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


“The Library in Mason, New Hampshire, is open on Friday 
afternoon and the children visit their section of it by grades, as part 
of their school program .. . They are country children in bright 
plaid shirts, rubber boots, blue jeans .. . 150 books may change hands 
in an afternoon — a number equal to almost half the population 
of Mason. 


‘There is one rule only: Be polite. The children can talk, laugh, 
take books off the shelves, roam about or sit — feet together, hands 
folded, eyes enormous — in the Goldilocks chair. 


“The part of the Library now devoted to children was formerly 
a woodshed located in the rear of the white clapboard house on the 
village green, once the parsonage, now the grammar school. Mason, 
with only 300 inhabitants and not much money in the till, was 
courageously receptive to the idea of making over the library. Town 
Meeting voted an allotment . . . and permission to enlarge and re- 
model. Fathers volunteered as carpenters, mothers as needlewomen. 
With everyone in Mason pushing the project, it began to move, fi- 
nanced partly by the town, partly by gifts — largely by cooperation, 
elbow grease and imagination. Imagination, Einstein once said, is 
more important even than knowledge.”

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Mason in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said Mason on Tuesday, the 14th day of 
March next at one of the clock in the afternoon, 
then and there to bring in your ballots for the fol- 
lowing Town Officers: 


Town Clerk for one year; Selectman for three 
years; Town Treasurer for one year; Tax Collector 
for onc year; Highway Agent for one year. 


The Polls to close at 7 P. M. of the same day. 


And at eight of the clock in the afternoon of 
the same day to act on the following subjects: 


Article 1. To chocse al necessary Town Of- 
ficers not chosen by the non-partisan ballot for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 2. To raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be necessary to defray Town 
Charges for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to auth- 
orize the Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to give 
2 discount on taxes paid on or before a certain 
date, or take any action relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Se.ectmen to sell any real estate now owned by 
the town, that has been acquired by tax sale, be- 
quest or gift if they with a majority of the Finan- 
cial Advisory Committee think it advisable, or take 
any action relating thereto. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to peti- 
tion the State Tax Commission to have an audit 
made of all town records, by the Municipal Ac- 
eounting Division and make an appropriation 
for the same. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will allow the 
Tax Collector compensation for collecting the State 
Head Tax and fix the amount at 8 per cent or take 
any action relating thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate a certain sum of money to obtain land 
adjoining the Town Hall or take any action relat- 
ing thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate a sum of money or authorize the Se- 
lectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow money by 
notes or bonds for such improvements in the Town 
Hall as may be decided or take any action relat- 
ing thereto. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of one hundred dollars

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


As all property owners of the Town ate aware, we were 
able in 1960 to reduce the Tax Rate from the previous $79 to 
$70. This reduction was due, in part, to an abnormal increase 
of State Funds for School Aid. This situation will not hold for 
1961, however, as the School Report will show and the town 
will be faced with the problem of maintaining a tax rate of not 
more than $80 as required by the State Tax Commission. 1960 
assessments were based on a 40% figure and it now appears 
that without any appreciable offsetting receipts that the basis 
may approach 60% or even higher. This can mean that we will 
be forced to make a new appraisal of all property in town. 


The State Tax Commission have informed us that they con- 
sider our assessed valuations only 36% of full value. This is 
some 10% below their last appraisal and makes our equalized 
valuation $1,481,250, an increase of about $300,000. This may 
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mean an increase in our County Tax and, also, a loss in School 
Aid. 


The Town Budget which is submitted this year is substan- 
tially the same as for 1960 but we understand that the School 
Budget will require an additional amount this year which will 
probably reflect an increase of $8 to $10 on the present tax rate. 
It is, therefore, well to bear in mind that when more monies 
are to be raised by taxation, it will add $1 to your tax rate for 
each $500 appropriation. 


We wish to report that we have met with the Planning 
Board several times in an effort to formulate some constructive 
thinking on Town Hall improvements. Four plans have been 
drawn up and they will be presented for consideration at the 
Annual Meeting. 


Briefly they may be listed as follows: 
(1) Raise the Town Hall and excavate cellar for facilities; 
(2) Build shed-type addition, approx. 32x14 ft., for facilities; 


(3) Build shed-type addition, approx 16x14 ft., for heating 
and toilets; 


(4) Install heating and toilets’ in present structure. 


These plans were presented at a February meeting of vari- 
ous Town Boards and Committees, together with plans of the 
School Building Committee. Both projects embrace the utiliza- 
tion of land not owned by the Town or the School District and 
it was agreed that our primary object should be the acquisition 
of such land. 


As we have been able to sell, in 1960, one lot of Town- 
owned land for $600, we would recommend that this money be 
used to purchase the land adjoining the Town Hall from the 
Mason Congregational Church if a satisfactory arrangement 


can be made. 


The report of the School Building Committee will refer 
to land adjacent to the school. 


There has been some concern regarding the condition of 
the upstairs dining area in the Town Hall and we are having 
our Building Inspector open up the west wall and also the ceil!- 
ing in order that proper inspection can be made of the main 
timbers and the supporting structure. We hope to have a com- 
plete report for the Town Meeting. 


At this time we wish to thank all those individuals and 
committees who have so kindly assisted us during the past year.

1960 — A full and happy year for the Trustees of the 
Library, the pleasure of working in our enlarged quarters, now 
completed, being a source of weekly gratitude to all those who 
helped to make our dream come true. With the added space has 
come a more serene and—perhaps we might even say (without 
meaning awed and absolute silence! )—dignified atmosphere. 
There is more opportunity for browsing, particularly among the 
picture books, for personal contact with our borrowers, and for 
a closer association with the teachers and the school program. 
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Hand in hand with our enlarged quarters has come a 
marked increase in interest in the Library, both adult and juven- 
ile. This has been a year of many visitors: friends, teachers, 
librarians, parents, children from neighboring schools, and 
groups of interested people. One such group was from Milford, 
members of the Keene Teachers College summer workshop in 
Children’s Literature. In December some sixth grade pupils of 
one of those teachers came to see our Library as an assignment 
for an oral report. The report was so filled with enthusiasm that 
we now have a request to be visited by the entire class. 


On March 31st, despite a sizeable snowstorm, a Neighbor- 
hood Meeting was held at our Library, the subject being Child- 
ren’s Books. We welcomed twenty-five guests representing nine 
towns. An imposing exhibit was brought from Concord by Mr. 
Allen, Assistant State Librarian. There was a talk, and the film 
of a typical Friday afternoon at Mason Public Library, taken 
and given to us by Mr. Leino, was shown. 


On a very hot afternoon in August, twenty-five children 
and several dogs gathered at the Library to see three special 
book films borrowed from Concord. To the parents and trustees 
at the edges and rear of the room, the audience presented every 
bit as entrancing a picture as what was being shown on the 
screen! Summer-day refreshments were served, and the occasion 
was such a success that we have decided to make it an annual 


occurrence. 


In May, Miss Resor, Mrs. Spalding and Mrs. Gilson at- 
tended the annual meeting of the New Hampshire Library Trus- 
tees Association, in Concord. In June, Miss Jones spoke to the 
Keene Teachers College Summer Workshop in Milford on our 
work with the children in the Library. In the fall, Miss Resor and

Mrs. Spalding attended the Neighborhood Meeting at Wilton 
on the subject of Reading for Teen-agers. An interesting exhibit 
of books was brought from Concord and set up by Mr. and Mrs. 
Hopkins of the State Library. 


We commend, as usual, the State Library for its untiring 
service in answering our various needs. The Bookmobile has, as 
in other years, been indispensable to us. It has supplied us, in- 
creasingly, with books on special subjects, books to augment our 
own supply, hundreds of fine books which we, even over a num- 
ber of years, could not possibly buy, and so it has helped us, as 
it does all libraries, to exceed our own dimensions. 


During the summer we realized with great pleasure that 
the library was being used more extensively than in other years, 
by summer residents, children who live within walking distance, 
and by mothers who have begun including a trip to the Library 
as a weekly treat for their little children. May this continue! 


During the winter we cooperated, to our delight, and to 
the best of our ability, with the snow-sculpture competitions at 
the school.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
PREVENTION IS YOUR BUSINESS 


Carelessness, human carelessness, causes 9 out of 10 forest 
fires. Each year 200,000 fires burn over 30 million acres in the 
United States. This represents 5 percent of our nation’s wood- 
lands being wasted each year. Every fire takes its toll. Floods 
follow; stream flow is affected; timber, buildings, grazing and 
wildlife are destroyed—all because many are careless with fire 
in and near woodland. This can be remedied. You can put an 
end to this shameful waste! Prevention is your business! 


You, whether you be a farmer, homemaker, business or 
professional man or woman, municipal, state or federal official, 
clerk or woodsman can play an important part in the continuing 


and vital prevention program. 


First—by setting a good example yowrself—being sensible 
and complying with the necessary laws and regulations govern- 
ing the use of fire in and near woodlands. 

Second—by using yowr individual influence in your com- 
munity and valued council with others in insisting and encour- 


aging them to do likewise. 


The following simple rules may be used as a guide both

1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local Forest Fire

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Mason Planning Board devoted the bulk of its activi- 
ties during 1960 to meeting and working with the Board of 
Selectmen regarding proposed changes to the Town Hall as in- 
structed by the townspeople at the Special Town Meeting of 
June 8, 1960. 


Several joint meetings were held and all areas of improv- 
ing existing conditions were examined. Four general areas were 


covered in the discussions. They were: 

1. To heat the Town Hall; 

2. To furnish modern toilet facilities; 

3. To furnish adequate facilities for cooking, serving and 
dining; 
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4. To repair the present structure. 


Possible solutions included: raising the present structure 
approximately three feet and excavating beneath it to furnish 
a suitable area for a heating plant and kitchen and dining facili- 
ties; acquiring the land on the northerly side of the Town Hall 
(presently owned by the Church) and building an addition to 
house a heating plant, toilet and kitchen facilities; utilizing the 
present cloakroom and/or Se!ectmen’s Office for toilet and heat- 
ing facilities; utilizing any area that might be provided in a new 
school, if the town were to build one in the near future. 


Each suggestion was examined in detail and, wherever pos- 
sible, estimates of approximate cost were obtained. It was esti- 
mated it would cost $8,500.00 to raise the town hall three feet, 
excavate approximately four feet beneath it, erect a twelve-inch 
poured concrete foundation, and a four-inch concrete floor. Ia 
this respect, the Planning Board made extensive soundings 
around the perimeter of the Town Hall and determined that 
there was no outcropping of lecge to a depth of six feet below 
present sill level. 


The Board of Selectmen assumed responsibility for obtain- 
ing estimates of approximate cost of additions to the present 
structure. 


It was generally agreed that any drainage facilities would 
have to terminate in a leaching field located beneath the com- 
mon across the street and to the west of the Town Hall. 


The Planning Board and Selectmen realized there were 
several groups in town sharing a common problem; adequate 
area for the proper preparation and serving of food to large 
groups. The School District could be faced with the problem, 
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as well as the School Club, Grange, church and fraternal groups, 
and general town functions. It was feit a duplication of efforts 
could result if the School District were to install cafeteria facili- 
ties in a new school, if the town remodeled the Town Hall and 
included these facilities, and if the church were to build a parish 
house with similar provisions. 


In an effort to coordinate these activities and obtain the 
benefit of combined thinking on the issue a meeting was held 
with the Selectmen, School Board, School Building Committee, 
Financial Advisory Board, Church Trustees, and Planning 
Board. We understand the results of that meeting are to be 
found elsewhere in this Town Report.

REPORT OF ADVISORY SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


The Advisory School Building Committee takes this means 
of presenting to you in final form a summation of its activities 
concerning the enlargement of school facilities in Mason. 


Our recommendation consists of two parts: 


Part I 


The purchase of the two plots of land totaling approxi- 
mately 514 acres surrounding and to the rear of the present 
building as described in our report mailed to the townspeople 
under date of June 1, 1960, and subsequently discussed at the 
Special Town Meeting, of June 8, 1950, the only exception 
being that the frontage along the Wilton Road should be in- 
creased to 330 feet which is the frontage mentioned by Helen 
Crathern in our discussions with her. We strongly urge your 
board to immediately obtain the option offered by Helen and 
Alice Crathern in their attorney’s letter to Supt. Sargent under 
date of June 8, 1960. This letter is enclosed for your use in ob- 


taining the option. 


Part II 


The construction of an addition to the present school house 
rather than the construction of an entirely new plant for the 
reason that costs are reduced some $26,000.00 by so doing and 
the school remains in the center of town, which seems to be the 
most desirable place for the development of improved public 
facilities. We have prepared and pass on to you with this report 
suitable drawings of an addition to the present school, including 
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necessary changes to the old building, which we feel will fit into 
the plot plans of the new land purchase very nicely and ade- 
quately take care of our classroom requirements for the next 
several years. 


The new addition consists of roughly 5,700 square feet and 
at $10.50 per square foot represents an expenditure of about 
$60,000.00. In addition, the estimate of alterations and repairs 
to the present building is in the range of $1,000.00 to $2,500.00 
depending on the amount of work done. 


Our committee was originally created by vote of the town 
and we, therefore, earnestly desire to have you publish this re- 
port under the heading “Report of Advisory School Building 
Committee” in the School District Section of the 1960 Mason 
Town Report.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and citizens of Mason, I respectfully 
submit my Fourth Annual Report as your Superintendent of 
Schools. 


Staff and Instruction 


The Mason School opened this fall with a single change 
in staff. Mrs. Helene Greene, however, was acting in a substi- 
tute capacity since the teacher who was originally hired to fill 
this vacancy was not able to fulfill her contract. During the eariy 
part of November, Mrs. Helen Garland, of Rindge, New Hamp- 
shire, was hired to fill the vacancy in the middle room. Mrs. 
Garland is a graduate of Keene Teachers College with six years 
of teaching experience several years ago in Spoftord, Troy, and 
East Swanzey, New Hampshire. The School Board feels they 
have been very fortunate in being able to hire a person of Mrs. 
Garland’s experience, training and capabilities to fill this impor- 
tant vacancy. Mr. Peter Schimmel, of Milton, Massachusetts, a 
graduate of Curry College in Boston, with under-graduate train- 
ing also at the University of New Hampshire, and with a Master 
of Education Degree from Massachusett’s State Teachers Col- 
lege in Boston, was hired to fill the vacancy in the upper room. 
Mr. Schimmel participated in ten weeks of practice teaching in 
the Milton, Massachusetts, school system. Again the Board felt 
very fortunate in being able to obtain the services of a person 
with Mr. Schimmel’s qualifications. All other members of the 
staff serving the children of the school continue in positions that 
they have held in the past. 


In spite of the changes which have been made in the staff, 
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instruction at the Mason school has reached a more than satis- 
factory level. This is taking place in spite of the fact that new 
teachers to tue system had serious adjustments to make. The 
problem of finding good teachers in small-town schools, how- 
ever, continues. The policy of the Supervisory Union of piacing 
advertisements in newspapers has this year borne fruit for 
Mason, since it was through such a medium that original con- 
tact was made with Mr. Schimmel. This problem of finding and 
holding good teachers is going to be one that will be with 
Mason and other smali towns until such time as they can be- 
come a part of a unit which is large enough to provide single 
graded teaching responsibilities. The three grade load for a sin 
gle teacher is the sort of situation which frequent_y encourages 
teachers to look elsewhere for teaching positions. This occurs no 
matter how happy the teacher may be in the teaching position, 
how wonderful the children are and how excellent the cooper- 
ation of parents. Due to this difficult teaching arrangement, a 
really stable, steady, year in and year out educational system 
cannot be assured until such an administrative unit becomes 
reality. However, a two grade per room situation would be a 
distinct improvement and the opportunity of working in a well- 
equipped, pleasant school also would tend to keep teachers from 
looking afield. 


A day of outdoor education for the children of the upper 
and middle rooms was provided during this past fall through 
cooperation with Mr. Waldo Stone, the Director of Camp Union 
in Greenfield. This outdoor instruction, when followed up with 
various and sundry classroom activities, has been found to great- 
ly stimulate the interest of children in the out-of-doors and in 


all academic areas of the school. 
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Zhe use of the Science Research Associates Elementary 
Reading Laboratory is doing much to improve the individual 
reading ability of children in grades four through eight. This 
individualized program puts children under pressure to read 
rapidly and also to read with full comprehension. The program 
is set up so that each child competes with himself and tries dur- 
ing each practice period to do better than he has done in his 
previous reading experience. All the children in the rooms are 
reading on an individual basis at levels which they find to be 
most suitable to their individual skills and abilities. 


You will be pleased to know that a very careful analysis 
of annual achievement test results shows that Mason children 
are making excellent academic progress when compared with 
children throughout the country. Individual grades, on the aver- 
age, range from four months to almost two years above the na- 
tional standards. On the average, throughout the school, a year 
and two months of academic growth took place during the past 
school year. In addition, analysis shows that achievement beyond 
that which could be expected from intelligence scores has also 


taken place at practically every grade level. A comparison with 
results tabulated in 1955 shows that today about ten percent 
more children are achieving above the normal for them than 
was the case in 1955. These results show without doubt that real 


academic progress is being made in the education of children. 
Building and Grounds 


The school opened this fall with a new coat of paint on 
the outside of all windows of the building. Generally speaking, 
the school plant is in fairly good condition considering the age 
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of the buildings. In the severe weather being experienced, the 
heating system has stood up quite well. 


During the past year, the Advisory School Building Com- 
mittee which was appointed by the School Board in i959, 
squarely taced the problem of school housing needs of M2son. 
A report of this committee wi.! be found witnin the pages of 
the School District Report. Articles wiil be found in the School 
Warrant as a result of the report of this committee. Action taken 
on these could seriously affect the physical status of the Mason 
School District for years to come. 


Article 9 gives the District the opportunity to purchase 
51% acres ox land to the rear of the present school building, 
such land to be used for te uitimate expansion or the Mason 
school. Aiticle 10 gives the District the opportunity to purchase 
from the Mason Congregational Church 7,800 square feet ot 
land immediately adjacent to the school building, land which 
for many years has been used as school property by the children. 
In Article 12 the District is given the opportunity of voting to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $65,000.00 for the construc- 
tion of a four room addition to the present school building and 
a modification of the present school building into an all-purpose 
area. This general assembly room, with adjacent kitchen, ade- 
quate toilet facilities and suitable heating is something that has 
been sorely needed in the town. Action on this particular plan 
is being recommended by the Advisory Committee after con- 
siderable study of various plans and arrangements for adequately 
handling the school space problem. This proposal is one that 
would take care of the physical school needs in Mason for sev- 
eral years unless an unusual influx occurs. Part of the reason for 
urging action on this matter at this time is because the lease on 
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the parsonage expires in 1963 and it is quite possible that this 
facility will no longer be availabe. At best the parsonage is a 
makeshiit c:assroom arrangement. The action which the District 
takes on this article may very well affect the education in Mason 
for many years to come. 


Special Articles 


Article 11 provides the School District with the oppor- 
tunity to raise and appropriate funds beyond the New Hamp- 
shire State average to pay costs for tuition for those children 
who are attending, or plan to attend, North Middlesex Regional 
High School in Townsend. The School Board is not authorized 
to expend money beyond the State average unless a vote of the 
District supports such action. The vote on this article is partic- 
ularly important since a precedent would be set for future pay- 
ments of tuition beyond the State average. 


Finance 


The School Board’s budget calls for a total appropriation 
of $34,873.33 which is an increcse over the present budget ot 
$2,914.57. The school tax comes to $31,398.33 which is $7,- 
768.90 more than the past year’s school tax. The large increase 
in school assessment is due to a reduction of $5,300.00 in in- 
come. Most of this decrease is brought about by a reduction in 
the State Foundation Aid available and part to a reduction in 
the balance estimated on hand at the beginning of the school 
year. 


There are several areas of increase within the budget. In 
Item 6, an increase of $715.00 in Teachers’ Salaries is shown. 


rc 
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This is necessary if the teachers are to be paid salaries commen- 
surate with those in the area and to encourage their continuance 
in Mason. In Item 16, an increase of almost $2,000.00 is evi- 
dent because of the fact that present bus contracts will be ter- 
minated this coming June and bids received for the next three- 
year period amounted to the total found within the budget. In 
Item 17, Tuitions, only a modest increase of $89.00 is evident 
in spite of the fact that the tuition rate has increased from 
$399.00 to $435.00 per pupil. The increase is moderate since 
fewer children are expected to be attending high school than in 
the past. If Article 11 is adopted, it would be expected that this 
item would be increased this year by approximately $75.00. In 
Item 18a, an increase of $270.00 appears. This is only an ap- 
parent increase, however, since in the income section of the 
budget will be found $270.00 ot income which is expected 
from the National Milk Program. The net cost to the Schoo! 
District thus is the same as in the past. A decrease of $125.00 
is found in Item 14 because the present school budget calls for 
the painting of a classroom while the 1961-62 budget contains 
no such request. 


Conclusion 


The citizens of Mason should be very well pleased with 
the School Board members selected. These members have work- 
ed with unusual conscientiousness and diligence to provide the 
best education possible for children in the most economicai 
fashion. The teachers deserve much credit for the efforts they 
have made in behalf of the children of Mason, certainly eftorvs 
which are far beyond the normal call of duty. Finally, the cc- 
Operation of parents and interested townspeople has made the 
entire atmosphere relative to the operation of the school an ex- 
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tremely pleasant one. The Planning Committee has expended 
untold hours investigating various courses of action in search 
of a solution to the critical school space needs of Mason and 
deserve commendation. It is hoped that every citizen will care- 
fully investigate the recommendations which they have made 
and act with extreme thoughtfulness. 


The excellent spirit of cooperation and helpfulness on the 
part of all those associated with the school system has made it 
a joy to me to fulfill my obligations in behalf of Mason children.
